kind. 
But if that reward is deiiied 
the American people, then tnere 
Will be bitterness, a huge arma- 
ment program, and a wulhdra Aal 
into the shell oi isolation such as 
the world has n e \e r seen. 
And if I am any student of A m­ 
erican opinion, some small s'art 
toward 
the 
disillusionment that 
followed the last war, which de­ 
feated the ideals of Woodrow Wil­ 
son, which left Europe to stew 
and spoil and finally to spew up 
Hitler, already is under \\ay 
ft 
can be stopped. 
Bui we might as 
well be frank and admit that it 
has started. 
That is w'hy 1 am 
writing this letter. 
We must also be frank and ad­ 
mit that the imperial policies f>f 
the British Empire have contrib­ 
uted to this start. 
Empire Policies Resented 
A few’ months ago, I would not 
liave discussed this danger in pub­ 
lic. but a nanny of 10,000,000 men 
does not keep a secret. 
And ev­ 
ery soldier who returns from In­ 
dia is resentfully vocal over the 
failure of the British Indian army 
to fight, blaming it on the self­ 
ish. non-Atlantic Charter policy 
of the empire. 
And every U. S. officer w’ho 
stops at Accra on his way across 
the South Atlantic learns how the 
commander of the American air 
base there has to pay .$25 a day 
rental to the British for the use 
of

leased by us to your government. 
And in the Near East, almost 
e v e r y U. S. soldier knows how’ 
King Ibn Sand of Arabia asked 
the American government for new 
pipes and bathroom fixtures for 
his palace and W’as turned down 
because these were luxuries and a 
w ar scarcity; whereupon officials 
of your government turned round 
and secured the bathroom fix­ 
tures for King Ibn Saud—through 
lend lease. 
These 
are 
small 
things, 
of 
course, but they are things w’h.ch 
American soldiers and the A m er­ 
ican public remember. 
And they 
do not help our relations with 
Great Britain and our hopes of 
future peace. 
Not so small is your govern­ 
ment's insistence on keeping King 
George of Greece on the throne 
of that country despite his pre­ 
vious fascist associations, despite 
the overwhelming opposition of 
the people he is supposed to rule. 
Americans don t believe in using 
their armies, their war goods and 
their prestige. e \en indirectly, to 
keep kings in power when the 
people of their nations don't want 
them. 
That is not why we enter­ 
ed this war. 
It was to defeat 
Hbler. 
Sentiment of British People 
I am sure these policies do not
